Spain Aronscrt Over Us Proposed 


.Purchase. 


An interview with ex-collector Wicker

would be the purchase of Cuba, has con- 
siderably stirred up the Spanish author- 
ities. The fact seems'to be that Cuba 
is for sale and that its owners would be 
very glad to take a reasonable price for 
it. 
One of the Spanish Embassadors to 


Cuba, sent directly for the purpose of 
examining into the condition of affairs 
and getting such facts as would enable 
its owners to put n definite priao upon 
it; is expected here in a few days. Ho 
comes in answer to a summons from the 
Spanish Minister here and the Consul 
ia New York, whose attention was spe- 
cially drawn to the situation by tho in- 
terview alluded to above. Some doubt 
is expressed regarding the propriety of 
the purchase at so high a price as Colo- 
nel Wicker reports Mr. Elaine to have 
put upon it, viz., i?500,000,000, but the 
impression prevails among those thfit 
know the possibilities best that at even 
that figure it would be a cheap prop- 
erty. 


Tlic Coming JNutloual Convention. 


If Congress adjourns on the Oth of 


July, ns now seems probable, there will 
bo a much larger attendance of Demo- 
cratic Representatives at the Chicago 
Convention than usual. 
It does not 


soem possible now that there will bo any 
extreme anti-tariff declaration in the 
Democratic platform. Many Democrats, 
who heartily supported the Morrison 
hill, admit that nothing is to be gained 
by renewing the right over it, and both 
factious are agreed that n positive de- 
claration in favor of tariff revision and 
reduction will bo a sufficient annuncia- 
tion of the principles of the party. 
It 


is expected that tho entire discussion of 
the tariff will be restricted to the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions, and as that com- 
mittee will sit with closet! doors, it is 
not likely that any public fight will be 
made upon the 
differences that may 


arise. New York dodged the tariff ques- 
tion at Saratoga, the Ohio and New 
Jersey Democrats adopted 
what 
in 


known as the "Ohio plank" in their 
platfSrin, and the Indiana Democrats 
adopted a platform which both tho rev- 
enue reform and protection Democrats 
o.iu support. Tho majority of those 
from Now Jersey and Ohio, will be op- 
posed to any extravagant anti-tariff de- 
cluntion, and as tho votes of two of 
these States are essential to Democratic 
success, their delegates will virobably 
shape tho tariff plunk iu tho national 
platform, as they may dictate the candi- 
date.

Tho White House has been overrun 


for the past two weeks with applicants 
for office, und Senators and KepresenNa- 
tives have kept tho President busy in 
listening to their friendly importunities. 
A large number of nominations will bo 
sent to tho Senate during tho week. 
Thci'o are several offices to bo filled in 
tho Territories, among them Chief Jus- 
tice of Idaho and Wyoming, a Surveyor 
General for Nuw Mexico, and others of 
less importance. 
There are quite a 


uuinbo'r of vacant postmastorships and 
positions in the internal revenue arid 
customs service. The Berlin mission 
will not be filled for some time to come, 
certainly not before the adjournment of 
Congress. It is probable, however, that 
the vacant .Russian mission 
will he 


filled next week. Them does not seem 
to have been any particular pressure 
brought to bear upon the President for 
this office, and it is likely that it may 
be filled by the promotion of sonio per- 
son now holding a seeoud-cliif'S mission. 
It ia observed that tho Preaidant in fill- 
ing the Ti rritoral offices has not been 
influenced by that plank in tho Ilepub- 
licau platform which declared iu favor 
of the selection of persons living iu tho 
Teritories to fill these places. 


The Philadelphia Press Iris a special 


cable on the Sargent banquet. It says: 
Among the guests were Minister Lowell, 
Joseph Hatton, Commodore Suatvoord, 
Brune Jay, the sculptor; ex-Mayor Hall 
and J. P. Bigelow. In replying to the 
principal toast of the evening Siirgenfc 
excused himself from speaking ou the 
subject of American or European poli- 
tics, saying that in the present state of 
the temperature ho deemed these topics 
most untimely for a festal gathering.

Immigrants to the United States, | 


after having taken out their first papers 
and declared their intention of becom- 
ing citizens, can take up land under tha 
Homestead, Pre-emption, Timber Cul- 
ture and Timber laws. Ol these the 
first is by far the most important. The 
word "homestead" as now applied in 
he United States, signifies a tract of 
and given freo by the Government 
orev«r on the single condition that the 
narty taking up a homestead of 160 
acres shall live on the land, cultivate it 
and make it his home for five years. A 
jerson wishing to enter a homestead 
must go to tbs United States land office 
of tha district or the Clerk of the 
county in which the land is located, and 
fil* his application and affidavit in ac- 
cordance with the legal forms furnished. 
The fees will be from $1G to $22, and 
must be paid at the time of filing the 
application. 
Tho settler must com- 


mence living upon and impioving the 
land within six months of hlinf, his ap- 
plication, and thereafter for ave years 
tie mubt make this tract ais actual 
home. At the expiration of ttis time, 
on making proof that he had complied 
with the law, and cm the payment of an 
additional $C to $12, he will receive 
from the Government a complete and 
absolute title to the land. Homesteads, 
until tho patent is issued at the end of 
the five years, are free from taxation 
and cannot be taken awuy or sold for 
debt. 


THE OTI1EB LAWS. 


Under the Pre-emption law, any one 


qualified to take a homestead is also 
entitled to 160 acres, but not ai, the 
same time. Under this law tho immi- 
grant must settle on tho land before 
making his application, which he must 
file at the land office and pay a fee of $3 
within ninety days of the time of settle- 
ment. Any time from six to thirty 
months the settlor may pay $1 25 to 
$2 50 per acre, according to location, 
and receive his patent from the United 
States. Under the timber culture act 
160 acres may bo taken up on any sec- 
tion devoid of timber. It requires eight 
years to acquire a title, but actual resi- 
dence ia not required. In the first 
four years ten acres must be planted 
wilh 
trees 
and 
on 
the 
day of 


final proof 675 trees must bo 
a 
thrifty 
condition on each 
acre, 


Under 
the 
timber law 160 acres 


may be purchased, valued chiefly for its 
timber, and unfit for cultivation, for 
$2 50 an aero. Sixty days notice must 
be given in the nearest newspaper to 
the land by tho applicant. After that 
time, if there is no adverse claim, the 
land may be paid for and a title granted
